Since 1937, he has spent his two-wecks off each year to 


satisfy a boyhood longing to be a circus clown, 


This season, Overly divided | 
his time between two big-time 
tent shows. His first date-was 
with the Russell Brothers’ 
circus, beginning July 7, in Ver- 
mont, and continuing for a week. 
During the week of Aug. 4, he 
joined the battery of clowns 
with Ringling Brothers, Barnum 
& Bailey circus in Chicago. 

It oll began, Overly says, when as 
a boy, he carried water for the ele- 
phants in a tiny circus, “That start- 
ed me," he mused. 

And from that day on, the bank 
cashier explained, “I never gave up 
the idea that some day I would be- 
come a professional clown.” 


Builds Own “Props” 
- Although he obtained a job In the 
Mt. Pleasant bank, and became a 
state banking examiner before be- 
coming cashler, ‘he found time to see 
every circus that played for miles 
around, read every book on the sub- 
ject he could find, and bullt his own 


!"props” for the time he would get 
[the chance to use them. 


Travels With Wife 

When he frst started his clowning 
“hobby,” a daugther, Loulse, 13, ac- 
companied him on his trips, but now 
“she's too sophisticated,” Overly said. 
As a result, his wife now travels with 
him on the vacations.” - 

A modest, dapper, typical banker 
type citizen, Overly sometimes capl- 
tolises on his experiences by giving 
lectures, and in many cases moking 
charity appearances, The bank diree- 
tors, he reported, “never say a word” 
about his clowning. 

This. year was_ his first with the 
Ringling Brothers show, his previous 
appearances being with the smaller 
Russell Brothers’ unlt, where he has 
many friends. 

A lifelong friend of Overly also has 
been bit by the tent show “bug.” He 
is Clark Queer, editor of the Mt. 
Pleasant “Weekly. Journal,” who 


lyearly takes a freak show on tour 


with a carnival.

He musses his 
Rraying and receding | hair, applics 
false bushy eycbrows, points: large 
white Hps, adds a red putty nose. 
His customary costume is a dress sult 
with a shoe-string tle. 

His-act seems to go over -willi ‘the 
circus crowds as well as those of the 
full-time funsters, Judging from ‘the 
applause. he receives, And he has 
trouped with the “biggest numes i 
clowndom,” who, he sald, always

In fact, the number of Ameri- 
cans in Free Chinn is believed to 
be slightly increasing as mis- 
fionaries are arriving from 
sccupied areas while an increas- 
Ing number of American 
technicians and advisers and 
Americans of other categorics 
are coming to assist China’s war 
cffort. 

Exact Figures Unknown - 


The exact number of Americans 
residing in Free China is unknown, 
but as’of January t this year, there 
were 040 Americans registered as 
residing In the Kunming consular 
Mstrict, which embraces most of 
Free China, 

Of this number 620 ‘were adults. 
Approximately 520 were missionaries; 
20 were employecs of the United 
States government, 20 were. cm- 
Ployees of various Chinese govern-

—three officers and about 16 men.

‘. Exact Figures Unknown 


The exact number of Americans 
residing In Free Chinn is unknown, 
but as of January 1 this year, there 
were 840 Americans registered as 
residing In the Kunming consular 
district, which embraces most of 
Free China, . ; 

Of this number 620 were adults. 
Approximately 520 were missionaries, 
20 were employecs of the United 
States government, 20- were em- 
ploycees of various Chinese govern- 
ment organizations, 12 were business 
men and (10 were newspaper men. 
The total docg not include the pers 
sonnel of the gunboat U.S.S. Tututla 
—three officers and ubout 16, men, 

These figures did not include a 
number of Americans visiting China 
from time to time; who do not regis- 
ter With the consulate. 

By the end of this year the total 
number af Americans in Free China 
Will probably Increase to the neigh- 
bourhood of 1,000, with the expected 
arrival of an ‘American Medical 
commission for the Yunnan-Burma 
rallroad, a group of American 
volunteer pilots,” mechanics — and 
ground crew men, and transporta- 
tion experts and technicluns for the 
Burma road, 7 : :
